To end my 23 years at North Shore by “graduating” 
three times in three days (at Lower School Closing, 
Eighth Grade Graduation, and Twelfth Grade 
Commencement) is not to wander down a narrow 
memory lane; it is to roam all over a towering 
memory mountain. As I stood at the podium for the 
last time as Head of School, holding the beautiful 
purple and white bouquet made by parents for my 
last commencement, I recognized how much formal 
rituals are essential markers and culture makers for 
a community like ours. I also had fleeting glimpses 
of so many informal sunlit moments that form my 
mountain of memories: 

• As a sixth grade teacher new to North Shore, 
finding students mesmerized by the tale of 
Beowulf, and my delight in their relating to 
sections of John Gardner’s Grendel, the story 
from the monster’s point of view that stretched 
their thinking. 

• As an eighth grade teacher of sex ed, responding 
calmly when students posed questions 
designed to embarrass me as much as possible. 

• As Middle School Head, before the days of 
MacSchool, when we had one less classroom 
and 30 more Middle School students, endlessly 
rearranging colored squares of paper to create 
the year’s schedule. 

• As a fifth grade teacher, learning Japanese along 
with the students, listening to audio tapes, 
writing in calligraphy workbooks, and being 
dismayed by how much faster the students 
learned than I did. 

• Reading Natalie Babbitt’s Tuck Everlasting and 
discussing with students whether - if we had 
the choice - we would choose to live, 
unchanged, forever. 

• For the Lower School Closing, initiating the 
surprise fourth grade tributes to the fifth graders, 
matching each name with alliterative adjectives. 


• Inviting my childhood 
friend, the poet Valerie 
Worth, to visit the 
Library, and having 
her illustrator come 
instead - the author 
and illustrator Natalie 
Babbitt. 

• Being named Head of 
School on a Thursday, 
moving into the office on 
Friday, having school begin on Monday, and 
needing to find a new Upper School Head 

' on Wednesday. 

• Vacationing in late July in the Canadian 
Rockies, before the days of cell phones, and 
calling candidates for the inevitable last minute 
opening from pay phones at the side of the road, 
while my husband, Parker, waited patiently 

• Storing third grade time capsules in my office 
closet, knowing what joy students have in 
generating their own archeology. The first 
capsule was opened this spring. 

• Dealing with discipline, which could even have 
its lighter moments, like the eighth grader who, 
just to show he could, jumped out of a Middle 
School second story window not once, but 
twice, and the adolescent couple who were 
found using an unlighted broom closet as a 
private meeting place. 

Of course, there have been the dark moments too: 
when a fire broke out on the stage of Diller Street 
Theater and only Tim Cronister’s fast thinking and 
moving kept us from losing the whole building; 
when Eunice Jackson, the beloved English 
Department Head, died very suddenly of a heart 
attack, and I stood in front of her AP class as the 
substitute teacher, facing so many eyes brimming 
with sorrow.

But the moments of blue skies and sunlight are by far the most 
numerous. North Shore today is a unique educational institution 
is so many ways. Teachers from JK to 12 know how to combine 
rigor with joy, intellectual reach with creative depth.

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Peter Cobb Speaks on Raising Moral Children 


P eter Cobb, Director of the Council for Spiritual and 
Ethical Education, conducted a workshop for parents 
and faculty on April 17th sponsored by the Parents’ 
Association. 

Mr. Cobbs lecture addressed the question: “How can we speak 
with moral authority to our children in a culture where all moral 
norms are up for grabs?” The lack of a moral compass often pro¬ 
vokes unsettled feelings and a deep desire for more engagement 
in positive and clear ways. In an effort to help create a common 
moral ground on which parents, teachers, and administrators 
can walk as companions on behalf of our children and our 
school community, Mr. Cobb offered his wisdom and personal 
anecdotes to help guide parents and teachers along the way 

Mr. Cobb stressed that much of what troubles our children is 
the gulf between what we say we value and how we behave. He 
offered the Latin saying “Esse Quam Vivere - To Be Rather 
Than To Seem” as a recommendation on how we might set a 
better example for our children to follow. 

The importance of storytelling was another point Mr. Cobb 
stressed. He claims, “We are so disconnected, and we need to 
make sure that our children connect to their histories and their 
families.” He encouraged parents to “consecrate places in our 
families for stories of people, of characters, of ourselves,” and he 
asked them to “create times and places where children learn the 
family story of their parents, grandparents, and great grandpar¬ 
ents.” He believes we all need to take the time to listen to, and 
honor, the stories of each other. 

Mr. Cobb spoke about the misbehavior that sometimes seems 
to plague teachers and parents. He feels this is often a result of 
children’s inability to reconcile time, which is due, he says, to 
the hyperactive lives so many of us lead. This hyperactivity 



causes frustration in children that can easily be expressed 
through poor behavior. Our culture often medicates these 
children to correct behavioral issues, but Mr. Cobb was quick 
to remind the audience that “We cannot medicate our children 
into moral compliance.” 


The final point of Mr. Cobb’s lecture focused on the necessity 
for community service in all of our lives. “We need the ability 
to be discomforted on behalf of the person in need,” he said. 

“If we don’t want our children to grow up selfish, then they have 
to practice acts of selflessness.” He challenged parents to engage 
in community service projects regularly with their children, 
reminding them, “Service is not a spectator sport.” He closed 
suggesting to parents that if they can find two hours each week 
to participate in a community service activity with their children, 
many of the issues they face in trying to raise moral children 
would be alleviated.

Sharon Cooper Named Winnetka Educator of the Year 


C ollege Guidance Director Sharon Cooper was 
named Winnetka Educator of the Year by the 
Winnetka Chamber of Commerce in April. In 
her letter of nomination, Head of School Julie 
Hall wrote, “For 17 years, Sharon Cooper has 
been North Shore Country Day School’s incomparable college 
counselor. As she has guided students and their parents 
through the perilous waters of college preparation, she has 
been indefatigable in her efforts and unflagging in her care. 
Her written recommendations are so individualized and give 
such insights into students that she has received recognition 
from colleges for her outstanding work.”

At an awards luncheon sponsored by the Chamber of Commerce, 
Director of Admission Tom Doar spoke of Sharons impact on 
the North Shore community “One need only spend a few 
minutes with Sharon Cooper to feel the beginning of the 
Cooper magic. From the first moment one is struck by Sharon’s 
incredible warmth.” He added, “One cannot do justice to 
Sharon Cooper without paying tribute to her humor. Her 
ability to lace her speaking and her prose with insight and wit 
is unrivaled. When speaking with Sharon, I find myself wanting 
to take notes, to jot down that phrase or record the image that 
so aptly describes the situation. Another remarkable strength is 
Sharon’s wisdom. She wisely, oh so wisely, steers her students 
and their parents with a deft touch and manner.

That is, she 
brings to her educational calling every tool, every strategy, every 
nuance, and great wisdom to her counseling as a way to cherish, 
to safeguard, to advocate, to further and finally to hand off the 
young adult to the larger world.

Julie Hall remarked, “As much as Sharon professes she is not 
made for the limelight, she is an unforgettable role model for 
many - an intensely intelligent woman of great heart. To know 
her is to love her, and while it is impossible to capture her 
essence in words, it is not so much what she does as who she 
is that is most memorable.” 

And who Sharon Cooper is is perhaps expressed best in Sharon’s 
own words that she delivers to those she counsels each year 
through the college admission process: “Long-term happiness 
comes from making education a journey which lasts all of our 
allowed days. Ongoing education is an engine for a good life, 
and those who remember that tend to remain robust. When we 
step off a learning curve for too long, our lives usually become 
dim and impoverished, rather like a February that never ends. 
On the way of this educational journey, we may decide to go 
to college. Thus, attending college is not the goal; it is a by¬ 
product of a desire to learn.”

Town Meeting with Bill Bartholomay ’46, Vice Chairman of CNN 


O n May 24th, faculty and students presented a 
Memorial Day tribute during Morning Ex. 
Presentations were made by students and faculty 
members, including Marty Lindenmayer, Frank 
Dachille and Jim Leesch (all who currently serve in the military 
reserves). The program featured a video that included edited 
interviews with classmates who both served and knew those who 
served in WW1I. Members of the Class of 1938, Larry Howe, 
Jimmy and Louise Nathan Bernard, Onnie Straub Darrow, Bud 
and Chuck Goodrich volunteered their time to share their stories 
and memories through interviews with students. The names of 
alumni who were killed during the War appear on the wall in 
the theatre foyer and were read during the Morning Ex.

W illiam C. Bartholomay, class of 1946, was a 
“lifer” at North Shore Country Day School, 
beginning kindergarten in 1933. He returned 
on May 13, 2000 when invited to speak to 
Upper School students at their weekly Town 
Meeting in the Diller Street Theater. He was introduced by Jim 
DeYoung, past Chair of the Board of Trustees and former parent, 
who also acknowledged Bill’s granddaughter, Ashley Whipple 
’01. Mr. DeYoung described Mr. Bartholomay as “well-liked, 
well-respected and a skilled mediator” in his career as Vice 
Chairman of Turner Broadcasting System Inc. and in the sports 
business, as Chairman of the Atlanta Braves. 

Mr. Bartholomay began his remarks by telling the students and 
faculty about his days at North Shore under the guidance of 
Headmaster Perry Dunlap Smith. He enthusiastically commented, 
“North Shore was and is a great place to go to school.” 

Mr. Bartholomay expressed to students and faculty that he was 
lucky to be able to work in two industries he was passionate 
about: sports and media. He continued by discussing how CNN 
was the first network to report the news as it was happening. 

He said CNN has created positive pressure for the media to 
provide the story from all perspectives. It is his belief that since 
we are all here on one planet together, we must figure out a way 
to all get along. We need to begin by having no secrets from one 
another - report ALL news from all sides. “America is a forgiv¬ 
ing country” - this is quite a lesson for other countries. 

Mr. Bartholomay summed up his theory on life for students and 
faculty: “If you don’t have fun, then there’s no reason to be here.” 
He further advised students to get experience in the world 
anyway they can, even if it means working the graveyard shift. 
Most important, he shared his “Life Lessons” that included: 

• Get involved and have a passion for your involvement in 
whatever you choose to do 

• Don’t worry about specializing in a given field - a North 
Shore education is invaluable as is a liberal arts education 

• Hook up with someone as a mentor - don’t go it alone
